WRC APPROVES 60 
METER BAND

The World Radiocommunications Conference 
(WRC-15), held in November, has created a worldwide 60 
meter amateur band. There is good news and bad news. 
The new band will allow VFO operation, but will be only 
15 KHz wide! US stations will be limited to 15 watts EIRP, 
though some other countries in Region 2 will be allowed 
25 watts. 

The new band, 5351.5 to 5366.5 KHz, represents a 
change from the current five fixed channels and 100 watt 
power limit. However, this is the first new global ham 
band since the “WARC bands” were created in 1979. 

Nations with very different positions compromised to 
produce the new global band. Some nations wanted as 
much as 100 KHz for amateur use, while others, 
including the USA, wanted no change from the current 
hodgepodge of fixed, often incompatible channels. 

U.S. hams must wait for new FCC regulations before 
they can use the new band. 

WRC-15 was also notable for what it did not do. Many 
new allocations were agreed to, yet the conference did 
not take a single vote in almost a month of operation. 

The conference did not open the 144 and 420 MHz 
amateur bands to non-amateur satellites. The growing 
need for “short term of operation” frequencies will be 
satisfied above 150 MHz and below 420 MHz. 

The conference also postponed taking any action to 
change the rules for Coordinated Universal Time (UTC), 
the familiar Zulu time used by hams everywhere. A pro- 
posal was made to drop the leap second, which is added 
occasionally to keep the clock aligned with the earth’s 
rotation. The leap second will be kept at least until 2023.

With it on the 
agenda, we put out a call to all of the Hazel Park members and the Hams 
of Troy to attend the City Council meeting to support a request, to change the ordnance that would allow 
antennas for licensed amateur radio operators. There was a terrific turnout at the council meeting, even 
Michigan Section Manager Dick Mondro, W8FQT, was there and said a few words. The result was that the 
council directed the planning commission to write an ordinance that will allow Amateur Radio operators 
the ability to put up an antenna support structure without a special permit. Later the Zoning Board of 
Appeals voted unanimously to reconsider Murray’s request and the planning commission has appointed a 
committee to work on the council's request; this committee includes Ham radio operators.
